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Municipal Budget To 
Increase By $159,000 


Andover’s financial prospects 
for the next 18 months will be 
given to the selectmen according 
to the charter tomorrow and will 
contain some imposing figures 
for the administrators to ponder. 

Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin, meeting the charter com- 
mitment of providing the coming 
year budget estimates for the 
selectmen and _ finance 
committee by Dec. 1, reports 
that the 18-month budget for the 
town will be about $159,000 higher 
than what was required for 1972. 

The figure does not contain the 
school department budget which 
is also due tomorrow, but was not 
submitted to the town manager 
as of Wednesday. 

The new 18-month budget is to 
allow the towns and cities to 
conform to state and federal 
fiscal years. 

The $159,000 increase in the 
budget expectations for the year 
and one-half ahead is based on a 
comparison of this year’s figures 
and the 1973 predictions over an 
18-month period. 

Highest increases, Austin 
reports, come in the public safety 
department accounts. This is a 
result of the fire department 
going on a new 42-hour work 
schedule which will result in the 
addition of seven new men to the 
department in February of next 
year.

on boards and commissions shall 
follow such general guidance 
when voted by the selectmen.”’ 

Greenberg said that his 
proposal was made to establish 
the selectmen as the policy board 
of the town. It has been such 
since the inception of the town 
manager charter in 1958, but the 
selectman feels that too often 
matters are placed on the table, 
or referred to other boards or 
commissions for study. 

His proposal would make it 
mandatory for the selectmen to 
take action on matters pertaining 
to policy.

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‘Teachers To Examine 
Individualized System 


A two-day teacher workshop 
on the problems of 
individualizing instruction at the 
secondary level has been 
requested and developed by An- 
dover’s secondary junior and 
senior high teachers for Dec. 7 
and 8. The conference will be led 
by Dr. Walter Armistead of 
Englewood, Colo., a nationally 
known educational consultant on 
individualized instruction at the 
secondary level. 

All secondary students will be 
released Thursday, Dec. 7 and 
Friday, Dec. 8 so that their 
teachers can participate in the 
conference which begins at 8 
a.m. Thursday and 7:30 a.m. 
Friday. According to the James 
Murphy, chairman of the 
teachers planning committee, in- 
vitations also have been sent to 
secondary teachers from other 
schools in Andover - Abbot and 
Phillips Academies, Sacred 
Heart, St. Augustine’s and Pike 
School - and to schools in some 
neighboring communities. 

The Andover Education 
Association is inviting teachers 
for an after-supper informal 
discussion and refreshments with 
Dr. Armistead on Wednesday 
evening, at 7:30, the night 
before the conference officially 
begins. 

The Andover Educational 
Improvement Association, an 
organization for the community’s 
private as well as public school 
teachers, will host a dinner 
Thursday, Dec. 8, at the Sheraton 
Rolling Green for Dr. Armistead, 
the school system’s 
administrators, and special 
guests. 


Douglas Walshe, president of 
the AEA, said the conference 
comes out of the Andover 
teachers’ concern to involve 
themselves in the system’s plans 
to personalize instruction at the 
secondary level, and to be sure 
that the school system, its 
teachers, and the community 
know what they are getting into 
as they move _ toward 
individualized instruction at the 
upper level. 

Walshe said that pressure to 
move the individualized 
programs of the elementary 
schools up into secondaries had 
really alarmed some teachers 
last spring, since materials simp- 
ly are not available for 
individualizing secondary school 
programs across the board. 
There are also philosophical and 
practical questions in the minds 
of many educators as to whether 
going to programmed 
individualized instruction is the 
best route to a personalized 
education for all students. 


Walshe said that he himself sees 
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personalized instruction as a 
compendium of alternative 
methods, a many-faceted thing, 
with the programmed 
individualized instruction one 
facet of the program. 

Murphy, high school math 
department chairman who is ac- 
ting as chairman of the workshop 
preparation committee, 
emphasizes that the in- 
dividualized instruction 
workshop is being developed on 
the initiative of, and around the 
specific concerns of, Andover’s 
junior and senior high school 
teachers. He said Dr. Armistead 
is coming on the 
recommendation of high school 
teachers who have heard him at 
other workshops. Murphy 
praised the administration and 
school committee for their 
willingness to sponsor such a 
workshop, which has almost no 
administration inputs in it. 

A teachers’ workshop 
committee has solicited the en- 
tire secondary school faculties 
for specific questions, problems 
and challenges’ about 
individualized instruction. A 
steering committee of six 
teachers, headed by Murphy, has 
culled some 85 questions to make 
up five broad categories for Dr. 
Armistead to address. 

The steering committee, 
representing the three schools 
and different diciplines, also has 
developed specific questions 
from teachers in each discipline 
and forwarded them to Dr. 
Armistead. For example, social 
studies teachers are concerned 
about individualization in a 
group-oriented field, such as 
theirs. They point out that 
teaching social responsibility is a 
primary aim of social studies. 
“How does this fit in with 
individualization of social 
studies?’’ Chairman Murphy 
says that the educational consul- 
tant will hold afternoon sessions 
with each discipline, to address 
these problems. The different 
disciplines are responsible for 
developing other activities and 
discussions in their field, 
including their guests from other 
schools, for the periods when 
they are not meeting with the 
workshop leader. 

The school superintendent, Dr. 
Kenneth R. Seifert, said he was 
glad the system could sponsor 
the workshop, and pleased with 
the broad-based faculty support 
for it. Seifert says the workshop 
will help to define Andover’s plan 
of personalizing instruction for 
secondary students; he himself is 
sure that it must include 
alternative types of instruction, 
for different students, and also a 
variety within a given student’s 
program. 

As for the secondary students 
who will be free Dec. 7 and 8, 
there’s always Christmas 
shopping! 

The steering committee 
responsible for the workshop is 
made up of Patricia Dye, social 
studies, East Junior High; Peter

Department Preparing To 


Provide Skating Surfaces 


By Gary C. Ralph 


Thoughts of ice skating appear 
simultaneously with the first 
really cold days, Some young- 
sters begin to think of hockey, 
others of figure skating, Mothers 
and fathers put ice skates and 
hockey sticks on their Christmas 
shopping lists, There is no bet- 
ter way to spend free time in the 
Winter months than on an ice 
skating rink, 

We in the Recreation/ 
Community School Department 
begin to think of ice skating even 
earlier, That is, we begin to 
think of producing the ice 
necessary for recreational use, 
I thought I would take this op= 
portunity to remind you where 
our rinks will be located this 
year and tell you something of 
the process of producing ice for 
your use, 

In order to have ice obviously 
the most necessary ingredient is 
cold weather, Not just one cold 
day but consistent temperatures 
of 25 degreés or less for several 
days. Once we have the cold 
weather, a fine spray of water 
is applied over a flat area, If 
we have banking, a water bed 
of 2 or 3 inches is applied, 
Gradually a smooth surface is 
built, which will provide good 
skating the next day, This sure 
face will be built on night after 
night, providing cold weather re= 
mains, The greater the depth of 
the ice, the longer its staying 
poser if we should have a warm 
day, and the more traffic it can 
bear, Depending on environmen= 
tal conditions, an initial surface 

requires from two to five hours 
of spraying, When the rink is 
being used every day it must 
be sprayed periodically to main= 
tain its smooth surface, 


The  Recreation/Community 
School Department has two men 
who go out and man the fire 
hoses to create skating rinks, 
These men spend those two to 
five hours at night out in freez= 
ing temperatures, It is miserable 
work, 

We are fortunate that bothmen 
take a genuine interest in pro~ 
viding good skating rinks, Last 
year they would often come back 
during the day to check the sur= 
face for any flaws that might 
have been missed in the dark, 

There will be skating on the 
multi-purpose area at Recreation 
Park, this year, This rink is 
lighted at night and many 
family skating parties have ale 
ready been scheduled; the paved 
area at Ballardvale will be 
flooded; there will be a rink 
behind the West Andover Fire 
Station; and on the tennis court 
behind Doherty School at the 
Playstead, 

We are presently discussing 
with the School Department the 
possibility of opening at least 
two more rinks on school sites. 
I will keep you informed of our 
progress, 

I hope you and your family 
will take advantage of these rinks 
and join us in a great outdoor 
activity.

Should the school 
administration allow a student to 
take a course that clearly.seems 
over his head? How about 
educationally ambitious parents 
who push a student into a level he 
can’t handle?. 

School Committeeman Frank 
Hill aired this issue at a recent 
school committee meeting and 
contended that the school 
administration, not the parent, 
should have the last say, to keep 
high level courses from being 
hampered and slowed down by 
presence of clearly unqualified 
students.

reminded the secondary school 
administrators and Hill, of the 
“right to fail.”’ The policy is that 
the administration guide 
students in course selection, but 
allow them the final selection of 
course and level. 

The school committee 
maintains that a student should 
not be prohibited from 
attempting a more than ordinari- 
ly challenging course. On the 
other hand, class standards 
should not drop to accommodate 
a student who clearly cannot 
keep up. If he or she does not 
transfer out, the natural 
consequence of failing the course 
must be allowed to take place. 

James Murphy, math 
department head at the high 
school, said that by next spring, 
department heads will be held 
responsible for establishing 
placement testing to determine 
where a student should be placed 
in a continum, which eventually 
will replace the levels system. 

In another area, Frank Hill got 
wholehearted support from the 
committee, in concern over 
‘individual source ontracts.’’ By 
this he means such restricted 
markets for school department 
services that for some services, 
only one source is available, 
instead of competitive prices. 
For example, school pictures. 
School committeemen brought 
up other items - paperbacks, 
Time Magazine, school banking, 
even school bus monitoring.

The Duke of Edinburgh Gold 
Award has been presented to a 
recent Phillips Academy 
graduate, only the third 
American to receive such an 
award. 


David Danforth ofWellesley, a 
1968 graduate of PA, spent the 
next year in London at the 
Highgate School, under auspices 
of the British American 
Educational Foundation; there 
he began fulfilling the 
requirements of the achievement 
award. 

According to Danforth, the 
award is based on successful 
completion of a physical fitness 
test, one year of public service, 
two survival expeditionsd and 
six-month and 12-month projects. 

Danforth’s public service was 
to spend one afternoon each week 
with a 90-year old Chinese 
professor, ‘‘keeping him in touch 
with the outside world.’’ For the 
year-long project, Danforth 
organized and wrote music for a 
barbershop quartet, a novelty in 
Britian, and arranged 10 concerts 
during the year in London. 

The young man also kept a 
political diary based on personal 
commentary and newspaper 
clippings, comparing the United 
States and British governments 
for the six-month project. 

Two survival trips into North 
Wales and the Snowden 
Mountains met the survival test, 
and a program of swimming and 
running completed the physical 
fitness test, and a program of 
swimming and running 
completed the physical fitness 
test.

are 3,500 to 5,000 words. A 
novelette, she explains, is about 
10,000 words. A producer also has 
invited ‘‘Ellen Arthur’ to try 
some TV sketches. 

Rita enjoys writing dialogue, 
which is the despair of many 
budding authors. Her first story 
has the flavor of dialect, but she 
has a firm principle on dialect - 
no deliberate miss-spellings. The 
flavor of dialect has to come 
from the rhythm of the sentence 
and choice of words. ‘‘We lived in 
Washington, D.C., where my 
father was a police captain. My 
mother used to teach in the Blue 
Ridge, Virginia, schools, and I 
can remember that kind of talk, 
from stories she brought home.”’ 

A good writer must observe 
people honestly and sharply, to 
be able to imagine her people’s 
actions and reactions. What 
comes across in conversation 
with Rita Boothby is that she 
observes herself honestly, with 
humour and understanding. 
Perhaps this is related to her 
professional breakthrough into 
publication after years of oc- 
casional and limited successes in 
her writing. 

“I’ve always been writing, but 
my work used to be too 
structured and rigid. I thought I 
had to plan every detail. I was 
the product of my upbringing and 
education - an obedient soul. My 
paragraphs were composed 
right, and my sentences were 
correct and grammatical, but I 
was paying too much attention to

structure and not enough 
attention to feeling, and no one 
really wanted to buy or read 
most of what I was writing. I’ve 
learned to loosen up, let go, 
follow feeling, not try to keep 
such tight control of the story 
from the beginning all the way 
through.” 

How did that happen? ‘‘It was 
moving out west, when the 
General Electric Company sent 
my husband to Phoenix, Arizona. 
There’s something about that 
country that felt natural to me. 
It’s more open. Life is more open 
and casual than my up-bringing 
back on the eastern seaboard in 
Washington, D.C. I began to open 
up, pay more attention to 
feelings. Maybe having a pen 
name helps me shake off all that 
structure. I’m still learning to let 
go of things. I know where I’m 
starting, and where I’ve planned 
for the story to end, but now I let 
the middle of the story take care 
of itself, more, leave room for 
my unconscious to work. 


Does this make writing easy? 
‘‘Not at all,’’ Rita Boothby will 
assure you. ‘‘The hard work 
begins after the story is written. 
I go over stories again and again, 
reworking: In one story recently, 
I found I had all the right events, 
but had them in the wrong order. 
Instead of the story following the 
slowly downward line I’d 
planned, it was zigzagging up and 
down. I was playing the readers’ 
emotions up and down like a 
yoyo. I had to rearrange and

rewrite the events so there wa’ a 
natural line to the character’s 
emotional life, instead of that 
zigzag like a graph. That was a 
lot of work. Other times, when I 
read the story over, a character 
seems wooden. The characters 
are not talking to each other, but 
are talking to the reader. That’s 
terrible. It’s a very common 
failing with writers.” 

The Boothby’s have lived in 
Andover a little over a year. 
Ronald Boothby is now computer 
analyst for Honeywell, in 
Waltham. Elaine, 8 and Ronnie, 
11, go to South School. Rita 
Boothby says they chose Andover 
because they believe firmly in 
open education, and found 
Andover was the only place 
where they might get it, where 
housing was not so high it was out 
of sight. 

The Boothby’s do find tax rates 
in New England a shock after 
Maryland and Arizona, where 
they have owned homes before. 

Meanwhile, Rita Boothby is 
spending her time just as she 
always knew she would, as soon 
as her children were both in 
school - working hard at writing 
most of the day. 

Has she advice to other 
aspiring writers? ‘“‘The most im- 
portant thing is to write the kind 
of story you would like to read 
yourself. Otherwise you’re sure 
to be talking down to the reader. 
Then find your market, and read 
it, because it is hard to get your 
foot in the door. The library has 
the latest writers’ market book. 
After that, I guess I have to echo 
(and rephrase) a famous writer’s 
formula for the difference 
between authors who don’t sell, 
and authors who do sell their 
work; ‘‘Keep your tail in your 
chair and work at it.’’

North America’s most provi- 
dent Jay seems to be wandering 
south of its home range this 
winter, 

Ordinarily the gray jay sosele 
dom crosses the northern Mass- 
achusetts border that one might 
suspect a jay-proud fence had 
been erected along that imaginary 
geographical line, This winter, 
however, a few gray jays have 
trickled south along the Connecti- 
cut Valley, Possibly a few have 
seeped into eastern Massachu= 
setts, too, But, in order to be 
seen in that eastern district, a 
bird must appear at Plum 
Island, Mt, Auburn Cemetery or 
on Cape Cod, None of those sites 
fits the gray jay’s style, 

It’s odd that nailed-down 
records of gray jay appearances 
in Rhode Island and Connecticut 
seem nonesixtent, The bird 
does occasionally penetrate 
Pennsylvania, so it sometimes 
wanders farther south,

The best-known gray jay in 
Massachusetts at the moment 
lives beside Pelham Road in Pel- 
ham, It is typical of the gray 
jay’s habits that this bird 
commonly is referred to as ‘‘at 
least one gray jay."® A single 
gray jay can make so many trips 
to a suet bag in a day that it 
seems unbelievable that only 
one bird inhabits the neighbore 
hood, It is possible, but improb= 
able, that more than one gray 
jay lives in Pelham, But one can 
be busy enough to seem like 
several, 

The busyness of the gray jay 
stems from the fact that it nor= 
mally lives in the Far North 
-- although a few live in Maine, 
New Hampshire and Vermont -= 
and stores food in trees well 
above the drifting snow of winter, 
It needs the food not only to 
survive Subarctic winter but also 
to feed its young in April. Young 
gray jays leave the nest before 
snow disappears from the 
coniferous forest, 

Gray jays store food in holes 
in trees, They also use their 
saliva to glue food particles 
among the needles of coniferous 
trees, 

So a gray jay that finds a bag 


of suet has plenty of plans for 


its contents, 

Gray jays are blue jay-sized 
birds that look a little similar 
to shrikes, OK, you don’t know 
what a shrike looks like? Well, 
they resemble, quite loosely, 
giant chickadees, That’s as much 
help as space allows, 

Speaking of Cape Cod as a 
poor place for gray jays, the 
great beaches there are excel= 
lent terrain for gyrfalcons, 
which seldom visit New England, 
The gyrfalcon is sort of a 747= 
version of the peregrine falcon, 
Gyrfalcons would as soon spend 
the winter along a beach of Green- 
land of Labrador, Occasionally 
one strays farther south, Recent- 
ly Dr, Winthrop W, Harrington of 
Lincoln saw a gray-phase gyr- 
falcon flying over the northern 
end of Monomoy Island off Chate 
ham, Gyrfalcons come in 
assorted colors, usually called 
black, gray or white, Usually 
gyrfalcons in New England are 
either gray or black, Pure 
white ones seldom arrive here,

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Town Meetings Of Yesteryear Faced Varied Problems

NORTH ANDOVER =-

Evidence of this is contained in 
historical records of town 
meetings which started in John 
Osgood’s house on Osgood street 
back in 1656.

The Andover-North Andover 
area was purchased from a 
Sagamore Indian named 
Cutshamache for 26 pounds and a 
coat in 1646. 

The first recorded town 
meeting was held ten years later 
in John Osgood’s house. Although 
there were meetings of the early 
settlers prior to 1656, the records 
were lost and stolen during 
Indian raids. The purpose of that 
first recorded meeting: was to 
start a ‘‘Town Book"’ in which 
‘Town orders now in force and 
particular men’s grants of Land’’ 
were recorded, according to 
Sarah Loring Bailey in her 1880 
book, Historical Sketches of 
Andover. 

Early meetings indicated a 
familiar theme. A zoning law 
was’ soon a concern raised in 
Town Meeting. In 1660 the town 
ordered ‘‘that whosoever 
inhabitant or other shall build

any dwelling houses in that part 
of town but upon houselots, or 
other places granted for that end, 
without express leave from the 
town, shall forfeit twenty 
shillings a month for the time he 
shall live in any such prohibited 
place’’. So wrote Abiel Abbot in 
his 1829 History of Andover. 
When the Town Meeting 
Moderator raps his gavel to 
restore order, he may wish the 
1673 penalty for audience 
mumblings still was customary. 
“It is ordered and voted that if 
any man shall speak in the town 
meeting while anything of town 
affairs is either in voting or in 
agitation after ye moderator 
hath commanded silence twice, 
he shall forfeit twelve pence for 
each time; the twelve pence shall 
be levied by the constable. This 
order to stand good, Forever.”’ 
Claude M. Fuess, in his Andover: 
Symbol of New England (1959) 
adds, ‘‘Anybody who has ever 
attended a New England town 
meeting knows how essential it is 
to maintain decorum, to restrain 
the noisy and the garrulous and 
to secure fair play for all. This 
the Andover proceeded to do.”’ 
At first town meetings were 
held whenever there was enough 
business to warrant one. In 1675 
the annual March date was set. 
One may assume that then, as 
now, it was occasionally 
necessary to hold special town 
meetings to direct town business. 


Current School Committee 
members, who have been 
working with students this year 
in an effort to establish rules 
regarding the use of the school 
grounds as a meeting place, may 
regard a 1679 law with particular 
interest. ‘‘Ordered by the 
selectmen,”’ reports Abbot, ‘‘that

no persons entertain others in 
their houses after 9 o'clock in the 
evening without warrantable 
business, on penalty of five 
shillings - no young persons to be 
abroad on Saturday or Sunday 
nights, nor people to entertain on 
these nights on the like penalty - 
persons unseasonably from their 
own homes exposed to the same 
forfeiture.” 

Townspeople who find the seats 
in the high school auditorium 
getting harder and harder as the 
hours pass during town meeting 
may be comforted by the fact 
that at least the town is no longer 
responsible for raising, arming 
and paying salaries for militia. 
This was proper business for the 
town during the 16 and 1700s. 

Townspeople who do not attend 
town meetings would have been 
breaking the law in the latter half 
of the 1600s. In 1664 it was 
decided that ‘‘Attendance of 
every voter was required, and 
every neglect to come to town 
meeting at the day and time 
appointed, subjected the 
delinquent to a forfeiture of 
twelve pence.’’ (Abbot). 

Town meeting attenders and 
non-attenders both may take 
pause at the following, from Miss 
Bailey’s book. Quoting John 
Woodbridge, the first minister, 
on his assessment of the original 
settlers as being ‘‘choice men’”’ 
and ‘‘very desirable’, Bailey 
adds, ‘‘These settlers to care to 
insure as far as possible the 
continuance of such a class of 
citizens. The selectmen were 
empowered to examine into the 
character and habits of all 
persons seeking residence and to 
admit none who were idle or 
immoral.”’

discussions a few years back at 
town meeting? The problem was 
slightly different in 1672. “‘It is 
ordered, that whatsoever dogs 
shall be in the meeting house on 
the sabbath day, the owner shall 
pay six pence for every time 
being there, and G. A., Jr. is 
appointed to take notice thereof 
and have the pay for his pains 
and to gather it up.’’ Apparently 
this rule did not clear up the 
problem, for Abbot adds in 1829 
“If this order were still enforced, 
it might prevent a nuisance often 
troublesome to religious 
assemblies.” 

Reading Bailey and Abbot can 
give a new respect for this form 
of government. It was created in 
local New England communities, 
without jurisdiction or advice 
from any larger legislative body, 
and remains peculiar to New 
England. A slim volume titled 
New England Town Meeting by 
John Gould (1940) describes the 
particular quality of town 
meetings. ‘““The New England 
Town differs from community 
organizations elsewhere in the 
country. It begins with a 
geographical boundary and every 
legal voter within that area 
enjoys equal rights, whether he 
lives over his Main street store 
or on a eighty-acre piece in the 
north-end gore. Parishes, 
districts, townships and similar 
distinctions known elsewhere in 
the nation are unimportant in 
New England. Absolute 
independance’ characterizes 
Town Meeting. No one tells a 
Yankee how to vote, no one 
dictates; and only another 
Yankee can persuade. In a world 
where Democracy perishes, and 
in a country where self-

Editorial Comment 


Policy 


Interesting is the proposed change in the town charter 
as presented by Selectman Milton Greenberg this week. 

The charter revisions proposal specifically stipulates 
the board of selectmen as the policy board of the town. 

It provides that the selectmen, except in cases where 
statute dictates otherwise, shall give general guidance in 
matters concerning the town. 

This proposed change, in a sense, follows a general line 
of thinking on the part of the sponsoring selectman since 
he took office. 

Greenberg has constantly been disturbed by such 
things as the statutory trivia which face the selectmen at 
their regular sessions, such as the location of utility poles 
or the granting of permission to excavate for gas service, 
after the installation has been completed. 

The selectman has also been somewhat reluctant to 
postpone action on matters presented to the board. He 
does his homework, studies issues presented the board, 
and is generally prepared to vote on matters when 
presented. 

The board in general, however, have a concentrated 
tendency to delay matters. Tabling of issues, or referring 
to another municipal body for further study, has been 
common practice. 

The Greenberg proposal, stated rather bluntly, 
compels the selectmen to take responsibility for the 
general governing of the community. 
~ In simple terms the policy reminds the selectmen, 
“the buck stops here.”’ 

Since the inception of the town manager charter in 
1958, the selectmen have been referred to as the policy 
making board of the town. 

Yet, many issues are either resolved, or proposed by 
other town boards and committees. 


In this age of regionalization, centralizing of policy for as 


the town seems advisable. 

Representatives to regional boards and commissions 
should be expressing Andover’s feelings in matters in 
order to adequately protect the town’s interests. 

- Through adoption of the Greenberg proposal, advisory 
duties would become compulsory. 

We see little harm in affirming the policy making 
procedures within the town’s elected body, the 
selectmen, through a positive charter change as 
proposed by Greenberg. 


Regionally 


The selectmen this week examined a matter which all 
communities must be more than aware of, that of 
regionalization. 

The board, expressed a feeling that examination of 
combining with other communities, than those in the 
Greater Lawrence area, might be worthwhile. 

In all matters aimed at resolving municipal problems 
on a regional basis, Andover has been included in a sector 
with North Andover, Lawrence and Methuen. 

The selectmen, Monday night, expressed a feeling that 
quite possibly alternatives should be examined in solving 
such matters as public transportation, in which the town 
might be better off with communities such as North 
Reading, Wilmington and Tewksbury. 

The matter of examining the regional possibilities 
seems advisable, in view of the board having suddenly 
come to the realization that there is very little left over 
which towns and cities have sole control. 

Resolving of pollution problems is now on a regional 
basis. Vocational education is being served likewise and 
solutions to the solid waste problems is also being 
examined on a wide district basis. 

Andover’s new water treatment plant is being built to 
serve the needs of other communities when the time 
arrives, notably North Andover. 

Really, what have individual towns left to administer 
independently? Police and fire departments, which 
operate on a mutual aid basis in times of emergency and 
schools, which take considerable direction from the 
state. 

There is little doubt that the current regional 
approach, including Andover in with North Andover, 
Methuen and Lawrence, is serving the best interests of 
the communities involved, since they are so compatible 
and interrelated. :

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The dominant factor in 
naturalism is the lack of selec- 
tion and arrangement. 
Contemporary naturalistic 
productions do not carry this fac- 
tor to the extremes mentioned 
previously but they are replete 
with all of the accessories of life. 
The professional production of 
“Tabacco Road’’ is a good 
example. 

Almost any realistic play can 
be produced in a naturalistic 
manner. The director must 
decide how literally the play 
should reproduce life. His deci- 
sion should be based upon 
whether or not the play will be 
strengthened by such a 
production. 

Simplified realism sometimes 
called selective realism is, as the 
label suggest, a simplification or 
selection of the means used by 
the playwright, the designer, and 
the actor to create the illusion of 
reality. 

Most contemporary theatrical 
productions exemplify simplified 
realism. The playwright, 
designer, and actor choose only 
those elements necessary to the 
illusion. The most clear-cut 
difference between naturalism 
and simplified realism is found in 
the area of design. 

In a similar way, the writing in 
most modern plays represents a 
selection from life rather than a 
duplication of life. 

Acting is more selective in the 
simplified realistic productions 
than in the naturalistic 
production. The characters are 
based upon natural qualities and 
mannerisms, but they are 
stripped of all nonessentials. 

Most productions in the high 
school and community theatre 
follow the pattern of simplified 
realism. It may be said that this 
is the basic contemporary 
pattern. The introductions of any 
other style represents a 
departure from the norm.

speak, in the new 18-month 
presentation is the town’s bonded 
indebetness payments. 

These will appear only once in 
the overall document, appearing 
in the second half of the budget 
year. 


On the bleak side of the 
financial picture is the assistance 
which the state may provide 
toward the implementation of the 
18-month commitment. 

Town Manager Austin says he 
does not believe the state will 
provide aid funds on a year and 
one-half basis, thus the town 
must bear this in mind in its 
budget planning. 


The manager has stated that he 
will proceed with the idea that 
the state will only provide the 
funds on an annual basis. 

Already the state is behind in 
its excise tax matters, which is 
resulting in a $200,000 decrease in 
funds available to the town this 
year. 

This means that the town could 
be down almost one-half millions 
dollars in anticipated state funds 
to work with in their planning. 


On the plus side is the 
estimated addition of $4,000,000 
in new valuation for the town in 
1973 which will aid in tax rate 
relief. 

The free cash account is now 
estimated to be between $600,000 
and $700,000. This will be 
certified prio? to the March town 
meeting. 

The account will not be so 
available in the coming year, 
however, due to the 18-month 
procedures. 

The certification of free cash in 
January, will be for an 18-month 
period and must last through at 
least three town meetings. 

This means that unlike last 
March when $500,000 was applied 
to tax rate relief from free cash, 
only about $200,000 may be used 
this coming year. 

Austin said this would be his 
recommendation based on state 
advisories. 


Another unknown at the 
moment is the effect of federal 
revenue sharing funds. 

The town manager said he was 
not prepared at the moment to 
make any recommendations on 
the use of these funds and was 
awaiting formal explanation of 
how they were to be used. 


The town could receive as 
much as $600,000 over a two year 
period from the federal funds and 
these funds may be appropriated 
at town meeting in anticipation 
of their receipt. 


The budget document at the 
moment contains a number of 
items which are in question, thus 
the manager was reluctant to 
make any comment or prediction 
on the tax rate picture at the 
moment, awaiting further, more 
definite information from state 
and federal agencies as to 
assistance and application of

from objections of School 
Committeeman Frank Griggs 
claiming the committee 
overstepped its obligation in the 
renovation of the Doherty school, 
indicating that the plans now call 
for 48 per cent more work than 
called for in the original 
educational specifications. 

He said the feeling was a 
minority one as far as the school 
administration and committee 
was concerned, since all were in 
agreement on the plans as 
worked out by the architect and 
building committee. 

As for the financial dilemma, 
Crossan explained that the 
problem stems from somewhere 
in the past when a round figure of 
$600,000 was estimated as the 
total project cost. 

With architectural work 
completed and reviewed by the 
committee, which is composed of 
members of the building trades, 
the total construction cost has a 
firm estimate of $930,000. 

Added to this cost are $130,000 
in fees and an additional $200,000 
in furnishings, bringing the total 
cost to $1,260,000. 

Still to be considered is the 
possibility of requiring an 
elevator in the Doherty renova- 
tion which would cost an 
additional $50,000. The building 
committee chairman said this 
was being examined by the com- 
mittee and state officials to see if 
the elevator requirement can be 
waived in view of handicapped 
youngsters in town now being 
transported to the West school 
anyway. 

It is hoped that the project can 
get underway in the spring and 
take approximately six months 
for completion with a minimum 
of class disturbance, Crossan 
said, noting that this is a matter 
still being considered by the 
school administration. 

Crossan and his committee 
came in for high praise by the 
selectmen and town manager for 
their work and the concentrated 
effort made to get the planning 
along as quickly as they have.

cannot replace moisture lost 
through needles to high drying 
winter winds. 

First, says R. A. Bartlett, 
mulches three to six inches deep 
are helpful. These should be 
applied after the first frost. 
Mulches reduce fluctuating 
temperatures that lead to winter 
kill and also conserve soil 
moisture. 

Second, spraying broadleaf 
evergreens with an anti- 
desiccant compound will cut 
down loss of moisture during the 
winter and prevent harsh drying 
out of the plantings under high 
winds, as well as sun scald. 

Anti-desiccants or anti-wilting 
agents should be applied now, 
preferably on a sunny day when 
the temperature is 40 degrees or

mixed with water and give the 
leaves a glossy sheen. Minimum 
‘breathing’ goes on in the leaves 
during the winter. Next spring 
when growth begins the coating 
just sloughs off. A second 
application is recomended during 
a January thaw or during a few 
warm days in February. 

Anti-desiccants have largely 
replaced the old-fashioned burlap 
protection of shrubs and 
foundation plantings. 


Some evergreens, however, 
such as Irish juniper and arbor- 
vitae should be tied to prevent ice 
and snow from accumulating 
inside and bending the shrubs out 
of shape. Loosely tie heavy twine 
around the plants, starting from 
the bottom, making the loops six 
inches to a foot apart.
